Congressman 


Harry L. Hair.es. of Red Lion, said 
in an address at a democratic rally 
at the court house, Saturday eve- 
ning. 


More than 500 persons were jam- 


med into the court room for the 
rally, and many others, unable to 
gain admission, were- turned away. 
James C. Cole, democratic county 
chairman, presided. 


"Why Am I a Democrat?" was the 


subject of Mr. Haines' address. Mr. 
Haines declared that on March 4, 
when Mr. Roosevelt was inaugurat- 
ed, between 13.000.000 and 15.000.000 
persons were out of work. Work has 
been provided for many of these 
people, the speaker asserted. 


Faith In Banks 


After declaring that, in his opin- 


ion, President Roosevelt 
-vas di- 


vinely sent, 
Congressman Haines 


said 
banks 
of the country were 


closed 
by the 
president because 


"people had lost, faith in banks and 
bankers and the previous admin- 
istration." Many of the banks that 
had been closed have 
now 
been 


opened, the speaker said, because 
Mr. Roosevelt has 
inspired 
faith 


and courage in his administration 
and in the country. 


He issued a warning thai banks 


are not doing their full duty in giv- 
ing credit to industry. "Unless they 
change their tactics." Mr. Haines 
added, "an inflated currency is sure 
•to follow." 


The speaker denounced a form 


of government that will allow peo- 
ple to starve in the midst of plenty, 
that will allow 1.000.000 farmers to 
have their farms taken away and 
more 
than 
2,000,000 small home 


owners to lose their homes. 


Not Backing: NTRA 


After pointing out .that the pre- 


vious administration was spending 
$5,000.000 a day more than its in- 
come, Mr. Haines said "every con- 
structive effort of government has 
come during democratic adminis- 
tration," and cited the administra- 
tions of 
G rover 
Cleveland 
and 


Woodrow Wilson.

The speaker said the NRA arid 


other great movements the present 
administration has set under way 
will succeed only with the coopera- 
tion of every man. 
woman 
and 


child in the United States. He said 
the NRA has succeeded in spread- 
ing employment, but added 
that 


many employers arc not following 
the letter of the law as to hours 
and wages. 


The administration, he continued, 


has done away with child 
labor, 


which he described as "one of the 
greatest curses of our industrial 
system."

"The laws of God are the same 


yesterday, today and forever and the 
solution in bur depression today, as 
in the days of old, must come by 
way of the individual," said the Rev. 
Mr. Ely. "We are weak nationally, 
economically and socially becausji 
we are living in the outer courts of 
life. But we shall have power to 
solve all our problems when the 
spirit is given a chance to release 
itself in us. 


People Materialistic 


"So greatly interested are we in 


material things, that Paul's state- 
ment in I Corinthians 3:16 is over- 
looked. 'That the Spirit of God 
dwells in you? God has sown our 
lives with good seeds, but they lie 
dormant. 
They are not given a 


chance to grow. Christ puts him- 
self in the right attitude of mind 
and heart and God's spirit found 
perfect release in Him. The fruit 
of the Spirit, as it is released, is 
manifest in indwelling love, joy, 
peace and temperance. In these the 
Spirit of God is demonstrated, bear- 
ing witness of the truth. 
This is 


how the Spirit operates in our lives, 
dramatizing the Christ life through 
our life by setting the Spirit free in 
us." 


Continuing the Rev. Mr. Ely said, 


"My duty this coming week is to go 
to the poll and cast an intelligent 
vote. Not to vote binds my spirit 
and makes me a weakling because I 
have flinched in loyalty. Science 
has labeded alcohol a poison. 
I 


must not trifle with it no matter 
whether it is found in whiskey, beer 
or hard elder. I must take an heroic 
stand against it. I may be stoned 
but a prophet must stand stoning. 
If we are not willing to die for a 
righteous cause we are not fully 
equipped to live for it. 


Obey Principle 


"I must be obedient to the prohi- 


bition principle not because it is 
written on a statute book but be- 
cause it is written in my very being. 
The sooner we learn that a man 
cannot do as he pleases 'the better 
we are off." I must be obedient and 
loyal to the Sabbath laws not only 
on Sunday when T attend church 
but through the week and particu- 
larly when I cast my ballot lest I 
become an enemy to society by al- 
lowing the Sabbath to be com- 
mercialized 
and thus undermine 


one of the main girders that up- 
holds our civilization. 


"We are not here 'to pile up a lot 


of yellow clay, to gratify our ap- 
petites, or to gain popular applause. 
We are here to set our God-given 
Spirit free. 
To demonstrate the 


Christhood in us as we follow the 
Master of us all. We are here to 
be crucified so that we can rise in 
newness of life with Christ. 


"The most beautiful, the most 


helpful, the most powerful thing in 
the world is the Christ ideas and 
Spirit dramatized in us. This is the- 
sure and straight road out of our 
troubles collectively as well as in- 
dividually."
